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DAYLIGHT RAID IS 


MADE BY ZEPPELINS 


England Terrorized--Bold Raiders 


Come Within Ten Miles of Lon- 
don-Half Dozen Towns A r e 
Bombarded by Aeroplanes. 


London, April 16.—German mil- 


itary airmen this afternoon made 
their first extensive daylight raid 
on several Ensdish towns follow- 
ing the earlier dashes in which 
one machine came within about 
ten miles of London. In the day- 
light raid they 
reached 
within 


about thirty miles of the metro- 
polis, and dropped bombs at sev- 
eral places, but as far as kno\\n 
no serious damage was 
accom- 


plished. 


Drop Bombs. 


It is not definitely determined 


whether one or two air machines 
took part in the raid over Kent 
this afternoon. An aircraft which 
appeared over Sitting Bourne, 
county seat of Kent, dropped sev- 
eral bombs, which tore up some 
ground. This city is twenty-eight 
miles southeast of London. Bombs 
were dropped 
also near Faver- 


sham, also in Kent, and also near 
Herne, Avhich is six 
miles 
from 


Canterbury. 
British aeroplanes 


have gone in pursuit of the Ger- 
man raider. 


At Canterbury. 


A dispatch 
from 
Canterbury 


spoke of two 
aircraft 
hovering 


over tiiat city, but this has not 
been substantiated from any other 
point. 
Canterbury is fifty-three 


miles from London. 


A German machine of the 
bi- 


plane type flew over 
Shecrness 


and was fired at by an anti-air- 
craft gnu. The machine was seen 
suddenly to din and then recov- 
ered and ascended higher. AYT/eth 
er or not it was hit is unknown. 
It traveled at high speed across 
the isle of Sherry, at the month 
of the Thames, and escaped in the 
open sea.

Carroll con- 
tends that no valve will resist tbe 
pressure without leakage at some 
time and as a result when the pros 
sure on the city's mains is low, 
the water 
from the tanks leaks 


back to the mains and thus pol- 
lutes the water mains.

phoid are annually due to this 
source of infection.

RATNER PUTS IN CLAIM. 


Wants Shipment of Arms Returned by 


United States Government. 


Washington, April 36.—It became 


known here that Jose Ratner, brother 
of Abraham Ratner, who was Huer- 
ta's traveling companion from Spain 
to New York, lias put in a claim at 
the state department 
to recover a 


large shipment of arms and ammuni- 
tion taken over by thd United States 
government a. year ago in connection 
with the operations at Vera Cruz. 


The arms were shipped to Mexico, 


consigned to the Huerta government, 
last year by Abraham Ratner, who 
•with his brother has offices in New 
York. They were sent on the Ward 
liner Monterey, but fell into the hands 
of the United States government and 
now are stored in war department 
arsenals. The shmment consisted of 
1.000,000 rounds of rifle ammunition, 
10,000 rifles and 25 machine guns. 


Jose Ratner now claims that title 


to the shipment never passed from 
him to the Huerta government and 
that the cargo therefore belongs to 
him and should be returned to him 
by the United States government 
The Constitutionalist agency, learning 
of Ratner's claims, promptly put in a 
claim 
for tne munitions, asserting 


that the shipment should be turned 
ever to the Carranza authorities a& 
the legitimate successor of the Huerta 
government.
